All through lait night the trains ar- 
fived in ao many aeooona aa to coaati- 
tote an mtrioato problem in railroad 
management, and every train waa laden 
with oomradea, their wiyea, aons and 
daughten. Beeidaa there wert many 
dghtaean not connectttd with the G. A. 
M. attracted by the spectanlar displays 
•neeted to he seen during the week. 
AJd of theise people were taiim care of aa 
tbor arrived by the members of the re- 
Mption oommittee or the numeroos corps 
of aright high school boya who were de- 
tailed for the service. 

Those who had secured accommoda-

The feature of vesterdav. full of 
events as it was, anu one of matorie in- 
terest was the inaugnration and dedica- 
tion of Urand Anny place, as it is called, 
which is known as the White lot, just 
south of tlie ground of the execniivo 
mansion. It is one magnificent liiwii 
comprising many acres of ground, cov-

But int^tead of serried armies and parks 
of df ath-dealing artillery, the positions 
of the federal armies have been indicated 
by the arrangement of tents and stands. 

The inauguration of Grand Am- 
place was preceded by a parade of cy. i - 
slderable proportions, iiui oneofgi»vt 
interest to the Grand Army men as well 
as the other spectators, because of the 
opportunity it afforded of contrasting 
the aiipoarnnce anil movements of the 
veteran!4 with tho precise and modem 
methods of the soldiers of Uncle Sam's 
regular urmv and imvy, for the princi- 
pal part in yt.itt rcliiy's parade was taken 
by the "ngular soldiers, sailors 
and iiuiniifs stationed in Washing- 
ton and the District of Columbia nation- 
al guard, which ranks high in the points 
of efticiency, drill and soldierly apiienr- 
ance among the mihtia organizations ><( 
the country.

The 1 ."((.i) sc.'its on the platform 
were occupii'd by prominent Grand 
Army and Woman's Relief corps ofiirt,- s 
8i}d "government officials— a most dis- 
tinguished gathering. 

The assembly on the Imgle secure<l 
parttkl order and the Land played n na- 
tional air. after which ( 'omiadi' McKiioy 
formally called the assemlilage to order 
and inliodu. ed Rev. .S. 1.5. Paine, D.D., 
of Ocean Grove, N. .J., chaplain-in- 
chief, who delivered the dedicatory 
prayer. .Xmnli'T air by the Marine 
Dand follo\vi d and then ( 'oiiimandcr in- 
chief Palmer made the introductory ad- 
dress. As he rose on the platform tht 
old soldiers gave him a most affectionate 
greeting. At the conclusion of hif ad- 
dress he introduced Vice President 
Morton, who is to take the president's 
place in the ezeroisas during the en- 
campment. 

B«fore introducing the vice president, 
General Palmer read a tele>^ram from

Brooklyn, Sept SO.— There was a 
great outpouring of Democrats in thi^ 
city last night. The Academy of Music 
could not accomnuvlate the crowd that 
rushed to secur'; ^oml positions from 
which to take in every action of Senator 
David B. Uill in the delivery of an ad- 
dress that has been awaited anzionsly 
by all Democrats in opening the Kings 
county campaign. 

At 7 o'clock the doora of the big the- 
ater were opened, and while the senator 
was enjoyug the hospitality of the 
Kings county campaign committee at 
the Claren<lon hotel, but two blocks 
away HMO people were crushing their, 
way into the academy. The house was 
filled ixieide of three minutes, and at the 
end of five minutes every available 
space of standing room was occupied. 

There was one long hour to wait be- 
fore the senator and Congressman W. 
c;. P. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, who 
waa also to siieak, would appear. The 
audience, which was a peculiarly 
Brooklyn one, containing several hun- 
dred ladies, y-'M entertained with music 
by Contero's band and the delightful 
decorations of the house. The stage 
was set as n forest scene, and beneath 
the overhanging canviw leaves sat 400 
people, among whom were everv prom- 
inent Democrat of Brooklvn in town, 
and many < f the leading lights in the 
politit^ arena of the large ^ter city. 

It was about 8 o'clock when the speak- 
ers and the entertaining committee 
made their appearance. They were 
greeted with cheers which lastea while 
they walkeil down to the stage and took 
their seats. The dying cheers were 
strengthened when the enthusiastic au- 
dience caught sight of Hugh McLaugh- 
lin, the leader of Brooklyn's Democratic 
forces, as he entered a private box at the 
right of the btage. When the applauo 
ceased, the meeting was declared opened 
by Chairman Thomas E. Pearsall, of the 
campaign committee. The moft strik- 
ing seiiter.ce delivered by hiia in hi.s 
Bh(jrt addres,^ was the following: 

"Democr ts everywhere in tlie statti 
of New YorK are at peace amom? them- 
selves and n». er more thoroughly united 
than at thi.i hour. Let all Democrats 
join in making the majority for Clcvt 
land and Utevenson the largest ever 
given in the county of Kiags." 

Mr. PvarssU intro'.luced as chairman 
of the evening William J. Combs, whose 
distinction lays in the foot that he ran 
for congress in a Republican distric' 
having 4,000 majority, and got electeu. 

Mr. Combs voice was weak and ho 
did not sneak more than a few minute . 
Mr. Combs f Aid that the f^rat speaker of 
the evening needed no more introduc- 
tion than the phrasj "he is a Democrat." 

Cries of "Hill, Hill. " here greeted 
liim. and he sat down while New York's 
senator arose and stood with smiling 
features, ivs the andieucu showered ap- 
plause upon him. The senators voice 
■was low and calm as he btigan, but he 
gradually warmed up, and before a min- 
ute had pftWKl he had uttered a phra.se 
that carried -.viM applanse with it.

tlio usual resolutions were piesenfed and 
atlopted. Bi'ddee pledging tiie support 
of Kind's county Delm.crats to tho ticket 
it attacked several measures advocated 
by Republicans in no niggardly terms. 
The present farilf system was cnliciaoit; 
Its father, Govoruor McKinley* and Set.- 
tor Aldrlch questioned: the measure 
denounced asatax "forthe V'uetit of men 
whose chief claim tct consideration at 
the hands of the Republican party, s 
that out of the plunder of the nation 
they snjijily it with money to debauch 
the electorate." The force bill Was 
stamped as the handiwoik of con^!llil 
ators "who mean, if they can, to deprive 
of their civil rights tho toiling masse.^ 
whom they have long robbad of the 
fruits of thoir industrv. ' 

Senator Hill s description of President 
Harristin's message was e.xceedingl" 
clever; his refutation of the statistics oi 
( 'ommissioner Peck's famous report, his 
reminiscences of Henry Calnit Lodge 
ami .lohn 1, Davenport, aiient what ' 
now known as the IJavenport force bill, 
and his a.ssuraiice that the Democrats of 
the country would never give Mr. Da^ - 
enp'trt the ' uiore favorable" opporttini- 
ty ne wished to again iutroduce his bill, 
all ticicled ^is auditors and were utter- 
aiK es that ckusad perfect ttonoa of ap- 
plause. 

The excitement in the audience w;is 
noticeable the sciifitor drew near 
the close of his address, lie hml spoken 
for an hour, and not once had he men- 
tioned tile laniH of ( i rover (."leveland. 
He had called to his assi.stniico in de- 
fending hi.s attack on the tariff bill paeo- 
ages from Cleveland's message of 1887, 
but in each instance referred to the ex- 
president as -'he. " The anxiety of his 
auditors was jdainly anparent, Jhe e.x 
citemeuf increased )U" the senator stated 
that the "old guai-d" wcjiild do its duty, 
and a perfect hurricane of applautie, 
yells and cheers broke fortli, when after 
one grand sentence of deepest meaning, 
ho closed with the namea "oovaland 

and Stevenson."

MUST PAY TMI TAX. 

ItallrokdK Drffatfil by a DacUlon In tti 
Circuit Court. 

iKDiAXAPOua, Sept 20.— The railroads 
of the atata raesivM tkelr first signal de- 
feat in the circuit cotirt yesterday in 

their fight against the new tax law. 

The Big Four road some months ago 
brought suit to eu.ioin County Treasurer 
Backus from collecting taxes assessed 
against the road by tiio state board of 
fax commissioners. Counsel for the 
road claim d that ihe new law denied 
eijual protection to tlie railroad with all 
others in the state, in direct violation of 
the fourteenth amendment of the federal 
constitution. 

Judge lirown. in his ojiinion. held 
that the law is constitutional in every 
resjiect. The real point at issue was 
whether the state could deny to a rail- 
road corpor:ition the right to he assessed 
by a county, as granted every one else, 
and compel it to accept the assessment 
of the state board without appeal.

INDUNAPOLIB. Sept itO. — Adjutant 
General Ruckle ia making an effort to 
have the Indiana militia well represent- 
ed at the world's fair dedication oere- 
monies at Chicaso nest month. Indiana 
has been iniflted to send one thousand 
troops to participate in the eseroises. 
There is no appropriation with which to 
pay to the expenses of this trip, fmd con- 
sequently every millttaman mil have to 
pay for his own transportation. Adjutant 
Qeneral Ruckle has secured a ruiroad 
rate of one cent a mile for the militia, 
and as the world's fair authorities will 
furnish tents and rations, it is believed 
the number desired will attend. The 
plan is to send four regiments, of eight 
companies each, e;u h company to con- 
tain from thirty to forty men.

As the time for holding the 38th an- 
nual meeting of the Union Agricaltnral 
And Mechauioal Association of Mason 
and Bracken counties approaches, per> 
hftpt • ihort sketch of th* ioniMtloii and 
objects of it ivonid bt of iatereet to ooi 
leaden. 

The first annnd fair of the assodation 
WM bald on Thureday and Friday, Octo- 
ber 6th and 6th, 1854, in wliat was tlien 
known as "Curren's woods," now the 

property of Ool. John K. Walton, of Ger- 
mantown. This enterprise was conceived 
about the first of Au^just, of the year 
mentioned, in the midst of a drouth so 
protracted that it was impossible to get 
lumber by the river. Tlie mill ponds 
were dried up so that steam could not be 
raised to have lumber sawed. The Board 
of Directors, nothing daunted, enij)l()yed 
wagons and men, and not only cut and 
haoled the timber to make the lumber, 
but also hauled water u con.sidt rable die* 
tance to make the steam with which to 
cnt the logs into Inmber. 

Surmounting all these difficultieH, the 
first fair was such a success that the 
directors leased of Mr. Joseph Frazee. 
for a term of twenty years, the ground 
on which the fairs have since been held. 
The first fair had only a common fence ; 
those who paid were furnished with a 
white ribbon, and this was the dis- 
tinguishing mark between those who had 
paid and those who liad not. The possee- 
aion of a ribbon entitled one to all the 
privileges of the grounds.

The original programme was published 
after the fair had been held; it contains 
list of ofRcerH, list of preminms awarded, 
stating uwiiiT and name of animal, also a 
very fine address, delivered by Thomas 
B. Stevenson, on "Agrionltnral Improve' 
mehts." 

The only copy of this programme extant 
is in the possession of oar venerable 
friend, Dr. F. A. Browning. 

The original promoters of this enter- 
prise are, for the most part, ofT the stage 
of action, and a younger generation has 
taken their place. 

The groundn now uslmI hy the society 
comprise a twenty acre enclosure of 
natural forestry, and is conceded to be the 
most beautiful grounds in the state. This 
society has achieved a series of successes 
never excelled and rarely equaled ; other 
fairs have sprung up and flourished for a 
season, but the " old reliable," being the 
second oldest /air in the State, still holds 
the even tenor of its way. 

It has been a success in every particu- 
lar. The original stockholders have re- 
ceived $43,26 for each hivestment of $10. 
In 1890 the society declared a 60 percent, 
dividend, and also declared a dividend o( 
10 per cent, in 1891. The stock is at 
present worth way above par. The pres- 
ent management, Iiy the libcr.ility, fair 
treatment, courtesy aud hospiulity ex- 
tended to both visitors and exhibitors 
have gained for themselves wide-sj)read 
reputation and popularity, liut nut con- 
tent to reat on tiieir laurels, not satisfied 
simply to keep up with the ])rocession and 
progress of the age, it is their constant 
aim to keep' in advance of the times. 

To accomplish this purpose, for the 
season of 1892, they have generously 
offered the largest premiums ever given 
by afairassdation, for show stock, giving 
a stake preminm of $900 for this beet sad- 
dle horse, mare or gelding; also a stake 
premium of $2CX) fur tlie best roadster 
horse, mare or gelding. These premiums 
will bring to the fair the flneM idiow stock 
in the State. 

It is expected that their coming meet- 
ing will be unusually fine and attractive 
in every particular. « 
' " My delight a county fair," as the poet 
sings. Yes! Yes! the county fair is a 
great place to have a good time, and en- 
joy one's self, bo let everybody, old and 
young attend the great fair, and be happy.

HOW OAUttHT. 

Healthy persons "catch" cliolera by 
taking into their systems through the 
month, as in their iood or dftok, or from 
their hands, knives, forks, plates tum- 
blers, clothing, (See, the germs of the dis- 
ease, which are always present in thedi.s- 
charges from the stomach and bowels of 
those sick with cholera. 

Thorough cooking destroys the eholera 
germs ; therefore don't eat raw, uncooked 
artidee of any kind, not even mflk. 

Don't eat or drink to excess. I'se i)lain. 
wholeeome, digestible food, as indiges- 
tion and diarrhoea favor' an attack of 
cholera. 

Don't drink unboiled water. 

Don't eat or drink articles unless they 
have been thon p\ighl y and recently cooked 
or boiled, and the more recent and hotter 
they are the safer. 

Don't employ utensils in eating or 
drinking unless they have been recently 
put' in boiling water; the mora recent 
the safer. 

Don't eat or handle food or drink with 
unwasluM] hands, or receive it from the 
unwashed hands of others. 

Don't use the hands for any purpose 
when soiled with cholera discharges; 
thoroughly cleanse them at once. 

Personal cleanliness, and cleanliness 
of the living and sleeping rooms and thei r 
contents, and thorough ventilation should 
be rigidly enforced. Foul water-closets, 
sinks, faucets, cellars &c., should be 
avoided, and when present should be 
referred to the Health Board at once and 
remedied.

The successful treatment and the pre- 
vention of the spread of this disease 
demand that ite earliest manifestations l>e 
promptly recognised and treated; there- 
fore : 

Don't doctor your<,-If for li..\ve! com- 
plaint, but .</') to hf'l and send for tlit 
nearest physician at one,'. .Send for your 
family physician. 

Don't wait, but »etid at once. 

If taken ill in the street, seek the near 
est drugstore, and demand prompt medi 
cal attention. 

Don't permit vomit or diarrheal dis- 
chaiges to c >ine in contact with food, 
drink or clothing. The^e discharges 
should be received in proper vessels and 
kei>t covered until removed under eompo- 
tent directions. Pour boiling water on 
them, put a strong iralutlon of carl^olic 
acid in them (not less than one part of acid 
to twenty ef hot soap suds or water.) 

I)(in.'t wear, handle or use any articles 
of clothing or furniture that are soiled 
with cholera discharges. Pour boiling 
water on them or put them into it, and 
scrub them with the carbolic acid solu 
tion mentioned above, and promptly re 
quest the Health Hoard to remove them, 

Don't be frightened, but he caution; 
and avoid excesses and unnecessary ex 
posures of every kind.— World.

k LEADER OF SLATES. 



KOMANTIC RISE AND FALL OF 
TOUaSAINT L'OUVERTURI. 



A Ch«r««ter In Hlsteiy Wbleb Has Fnr- 
nlShed a Thease Iter Poets aa4 Orators. 

Napnlenn'N naoo Trrittiii<-iit oftkoOraat 
General— Ills Viitlraoljr Eud. 

Thirty yeai s ago Tonssaint L'Onver- 
ture was a name to conjure with. Poets 
and orators described his virtues and hi.s 
j(enius and cited him as an illustrious 
example of the capabilities of his race. 

A romantic interest will always attach 
to bis name. The fact that for fifty-four 
}'ear8 he lived in deepeet obscurity as a 
slave on a Haytian plantation and the 
epic character of hit inbsequeut achieve- 
ments give a tinge of antlqae heroism to 
his history. 

The French colony in Hayti was long 
one of the greateat slave marts in the 
world. At the time of the French revo- 
lution there were in the colony 30,000 
whites, 20,000 free mulattoos and 500,000 
slaves. Tlu^ mulattoes, many of whom 
had been educated in France, took ad- 
vantage of the revolution and obtained 
a teooignition of their political rights 
frcnn the French aseemblyt thtf whitea of 
Hayti refused to recognize the decision 
an(l a war broke out which was soon 
complicated by an uprising of the wIkjIo 
slave population. On a memorable night 
in August, 1791, the plantations were 
tired and many of the whitea were mur> 
dered. 

Toussaint had not at this time ac- 
quired the name of L'Onverture. This 
word, meaning "the opeiiin;,'." was ap- 
plied to him afterward because he 
opened a way for the freedom of his race 
through the chaotio conditions of the 
following years. 

In the dreadful wars of the years fol- 
lovdng the iipnsal of the slaves his ex- 
traordinary influence over his race and 
his military genius gave him pre-emi- 
nence over all other chiefs. A design 
of freeing his race, which could only be 
Booomplished by making it the ruling 
race of Hayti, gradually took shape in 
his mind and forms the key note of his 
career. 

France, Spain and Englaml each bid 
high for his alliance, liut France de- 
clared for the freedom of the slaves and 
he finally ranged himself under the 
French flag. It was evidently bis desire 
to maintain a desirable connection with 
a European power which would yet 
leave him at liberty to develop his plans 
for his owni race, but the re;^zation of 
his idea required a disiuterebted co-op- 
eration of which no European govern- 
ment waa capable. 

In a few years he had been recognized 
by France as coiimiander in chief of the 
army of llayti and was practically dic- 
tator of the island. 

As a ruler of llayti he suiTounded 
himself with tho pomp of a prince, al- 
though personally he retained habits of 
severe simplicity. He ate sparingly and 
slept little, being possessed of extraor- 
dinary powers of eiiduranc(j. In dignity 
of manner he was entirely equal to his 
position. Ho endeavored to reconcile 
conflicting races, and his mle was im- 
partial and able. 

But Napoleon waa not the man to al- 
low a dictator under himself. He sent 
an army of 80,000 men to Hayti to re- 
store slavery and' reduce the oolooyto 
subjection. 

Suspecting the true purpose of the ex- 
pedition, Totisaaint resisted the landing 
of the army, but finally laid down his 
anus after he had been assured that 
th(»ro w;\a no intention of restoring 
slavery aii<l that he injured theoauieof 
his race by resistance. 

He was still too powerful to be openly 
seized, but be was decoyed into tho 
French quarters and was then hurried 
on board u vessel and carried to France, 
lie hoi)ed to meet Napoleon and defend 
his coiidu(_-t, but on landing he was se- 
cretly huirietl to a lonely fortress in the 
Alps, where ho shortly afterward died. 
Many wild stories attributing his death 
to murder found credenoe at the time. 
Neglect and the change from a tropic to 
an Alpine climate doubtless hastened 
his eu'l. 

By liis removal tho progress of his 
race was incalculably retarded. 

While Tou88aii)t'8 fate a^d place of im- 
prisonment were still unknown, Wads- 
worth wrote the beautiful aonnet, "To 
Toussaint L'Ouverture." His history is 
the subject of a drama by l.amartine, 
and of a novel, "The Hour and tho 
Man," by Harriet Martiiieau. During 
the antislavery agitation in the United 
Btatea he waa dted aa a most illustrious 
example of the nhI capabilltiaa of his 
race. A poem by Whittier and an ora- 
tion by Wendell Phillips coiiunemorate 
hiii virtues and lus genius. — Detroit Free 
Press. 

Where Kmeralds Come From. 
New emerald mines have been discov- 
ered at Vegetable creek, in New South 

Wales. They are yielding many fine 
stones, bill ilio buiiply is still mainly ile- 
rived from the ani'ieiit dejiosits in the 
United States of Colombia, which have 
been worked for more than three cen- 
tntios.
